Let us, brethren, follow the dicta- 
tion of this spirit that God may give us more grace to resist the Devil by 
faith in Christ, and he will flee from us, “Draw nigh unto God and he 
will draw nig h unto you.” 

Finally brethern be strong in the Lord, honor your’ King, ever be 
found humble at his feet ready to do his bidding, and he will lift you up. 
Follow the High Priest of your profession; contend earnestly for the 
faith once delivered to the saints; let brotherly love continue; live to- 
gether as dear children of your Heavenly Father and ae the God of 
all grace be with you. Farewell.
